The one-year-old plants should be set out in spring, ina 
rich sandy loam, dug 18 inches deep, into which has been worked plenty of well rotted manure. Ifa 
stiff clay soil is all that can be had, add plentyof sand and sifted coal ashes to loosen it up, and also 
sec that it is well underdrained.

MANGEL-WURZEL—SUGAR BEETS. 

CunruRE—As all Mangels require a deep soilin order to grow well, plow and subsoil at least a foot 
to 18 inches and apply plenty of rich stable manure; sow in May or June (9 to 8 pounds to the acre) 
in rows 18 inches to 2 feet apart and thin to 8 inches in the rows; young plants may be trans- 
planted to fill up vacancies, As soon as frost occurs dig the crop. But in order to be well pre- 
served for gradual consumption during the winter Mangel-Wurzels should be heaped to a height of 
perhaps 6 feet on a dry, sloping situstion; cover at first with a piece of canvas and as the cold in 
creases this should be replaced by about 6 inches of either salt-hay, straw, sea-weed or cornsta ks. 
Lest this covering be displaced by the wind a light layer of earth is necessary, AS soon as this sur- 
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face soil becomes frozen about 6 to 8inches more of earth should be placed over the entire heap. 
By following up this gradual process of covering all danger of heating will be obviated and the roots 
will keep in perfect order. Sow from 5 to 8 pounds to the acre.

Brussels Sprouts. 


CULTURE—Sow in May in thesame manner as Cauliflower and transplant in July one foot apart 
in the rows which should be 14 feet apart. In gardens, both large and small, the Brussels sprout is, 
without exception, the very best winter vegetable thatcan be grown. Not the least valuable point 
connected with the Brussels Sprout is that it is as hardy asthe common Curled Greens.. The com- 
mon Cabbage is hardy enough in a young state, but when full grown and hearted, frost soon destroys 
the largest heads which rot and fall to pieces. Not so the Brussels sprout; being small and hard, it is 
not the least effected by frost. The real sprout is not much larger than a marble amd as firm and 
hard almost as the stalk itself. These are the sorts which eooks prefer. They strip off the outer cov- 
ering, cook them whole and serve them up artistically in that fashion. When cooked tbrough and 
nu more such sprouts melt in the mouth like the tenderest Cauliflower and are equally as good. If 
more widely known the Brussels Sprout would be as popular as it is valuable; few people apprecia e 
it at its full worth.

Cabbage. 


CULTURE,—Soil for Cabbage should be rich and heavy loam with good drainage. On such a soil, with 
abundance of stable manure, excellent crops are sure to be grown. For early spring sow in fall; not too 
early, or the plants are liable to bolt in the spring; instead of heading Ina month the plants will be fit to 
transplant to coldframes where they are wintered, taking care, in planting to set the young plants down to 
the first leaves. Transplantin spring as soon as the ground can be worked, setting the plants 2 feet 
apart one way and from 12 to 18 inches the other, according tothe variety. Ifit is desirable to enconomize 
space, Lettuce or Radish may be 
sown between the rows,as they will 
be out of the way before the Cab- 
bage needs the room. For late or 
winter crops the seed is sown in 
May and the plants set out in July. 
In this case they are set in rows 2 
by 3 feet so as to work them with a 
horse and cultivator. To destroy 
the green worm that is so destruc- 
tive to the leaves and heads of Cab- 
bage and Cauliflower, an experi- 
enced grower says: ‘“‘Take one 
ounce of saltpetre and desolve it in 
12 quarts of water; then take a 
short handled whisk br om, dip it 
in the solution and sprinkle the 
plants weli. One application is 
sufficient unless the stutf is washed 
off by heavy rains. The liquid being 
perfectly clear, never colors the 
Cauliflower or Cabbage heads.” To 
prevent the turnip flea attacking 
the young plants sift fine air- 
slacked lime or tobacco dust over 
them as soon as they appear above 
the ground.

This great group is so prominent 
among our finest autumn annuals 
that special effort has been given to 
its improvement, with most: gratify- 
ing results. Its splendid double 
flowers are now displayed in a per- 
fect luxury cf colors and their var- 
iety of form is surprising. They need 
cool weather, with a touch of frost 
in the air to bring out their colors, 
and by hurrying them into bloom 
too soon we lose much of their beauty. 

The Aster’s vigor and ease of cul- 
ture are other factors of its popular- 
ity. Plants from seed sown in the 
open ground in May bloom finely in 
September and October, when the 
flowers are seen at their best. For 
July and August flowers, sow in 
March or April, in cold frame, spent 
hotbed, or pots or boxes in the house. 
Cover the seeds about half an inch 
deep with rich, light soil, and when 
the plants have three or four leaves 
transplant about 18 inches apart each 
way into well-prepared beds. Ma- 
nures too fresh or used in too large 


quantities sometimes induce disease in Asters. When used they should be thoroughly 
welldecaved and mixed with the soil. Small quantities of unslaked lime, or offresh wood 
ashes, stirred into the surface of the Aste: beds, form good tonics for the plants and 


keep disease and insects from the roots. 
Asters can also be grown into beautiful pot plants.

FORMATION OF LAWNS FROM SEED. 


The ground should be thoroughly drained and well prepared. The soil ought not to 
be too rich, as a rapid growth is not wanted in the grasses of a lawn; but the surface 
_should be as much alike in quality as possible. Atter sowing, the ground should be 
rolled in order to press the seed firmly into the soil. The proper time to sow grass seed 
depends, of course, upon the latitude. Inthe central and eastern states from 
March 15 t» April 15 is the best time. Seed may also be sown in the fall, provided it is 
done early enough to secure a good, strong growth before winter sets in. The sowing 
shou!d be done when the ground is moist, or before an expected rain, and a subsequent 
rolling is always advisable. 


RoLuiinc.—As soon as the frost is out of the ground in the spring. the land should be 
gone over with a heavy roller. Winter frosts loosen the soil, and rolling is necessary to 
compress it again. If grass seed is to be sown, this should be done first and the rolling 
immediately atterwards. Frequent rollings are recommended. 


Mowinc.—All turf-forming grasses are improved, bothin vigor of root-growth 
and in fineness of texture, by frequent mowings. It is impossible to say just how often 
the grass should be mown, as that depends upon the rate at which it grows. Too close 
cutting should be guarded against, however, during the hot summer months, when the 
roots require some top- growth to protect them from the burning sun. A ‘good top- 
growthis also necessary to protect the roots from severe winter frosts. Mowi ing should 
therefore be discontinued in time to let the grass grow pretty long before winter sets in. 


To Grass A BANK OR TERRACE.—For each square rod, take a pound of lawn grass 
seed and mixit thoroughly with 6 cubic feet of good, dry garden loam. Place in a tub, 
and add liquid manure, diluted with about two thirds of water, so as to bring the 
whole to the consistency of mortar. The slope must be made perfectly smooth, and 
then well watered, after which the paste should be applied, and made as even and as 
thin as possible.

Grass Seed Mixtures for Meadows. 

It is a well-ascertained fact that a thicker and more prolonged growth is produced by a mixture of many 
sorts of grasses than by only one or two. For every different kind and condition of soil there are grasses 
that are especially suitable. Some sorts do best on high ground and in dry weather; others prefer plenty 
of moisture. Some mature so early, and others so late, that from the beginning of spring until winter sets 
in, there is no time when one species or another is not at its best. Grass seed may be sown either in spring 
or in fail from first of September to middle of October in this latitude, ete. the quantities given are the 
minimum, and may often be increased to advantage.

Agrostis Canina (Rhode Isiand Bent Grass). Resembles Red Top but is of dwarfer hanit, with shorter 
and narrower leaves. It makes a beautiful. close fine turf, and is one of the very best grasses for lawns. It 
adapts itself to almost any soil, rich and moist, or dry, sandy and sterile. It is a native of Europe, but has 
been cultivated in our eastern states for many years. Of late years we have been unable to obtain true and 
pure seed of it here, and we now import it from Europe, where it has been more carefully cultivated, Fifty 
pounds of seed to the acre is recommended for lawns.

Agrostis Stolonifera (Creeping Bent, or Fiorin). The distinctive feature of this species is, asthe name 
implies, its compact, creeping, rooting stems.

It is of rapid growth and spreading habit, and the stoleniferous roots form a strong, enduring turf, 
that is positively improved ly constant trampling. Being of fine texture, it is one of the most valuable of 
our lawn grasses.

Agrostis Vulgaris (Red Top; Herd’s Grass). <A very hardy native perennial grass. succeeding best on 
moist soils, however, even to quite dry situations, and stands our bot climate admirably.

Phleum Pratense (Timothy .) A native of Europe, but long ago naturalized in America, where it ranks 
as by far the most important of hay grasses, Its popular name, by which it is now known the world over, 
refers to Timothy Hanson, who did most to make it known and appreciated. On moist, loamy or clayey 
soil it produces a larger hay crop than any other grass. It is not so well suited for light, sandy soils.

It should be cut when fiowering, as if left later 
the hay becomes hard and coarse. It is often sown along with Red Clover, and th nutritive value of the 
hay is greatly increased by the mixture, Height, 2 to 3 feet.

Its splendid double flowers are now displayed in a perfect luxury of colors and 
their variety of form is surpassing. They need cool weather, with a touch of frost in 
the air to bring out thecolors, and by hurrying them into bloom too soon we lose much 
of their beauty. The Aster’s vigor and ease of culture are other factors of its popularity. 
Plants from seed sown in the open ground in May bloom finely in September and October, 
when the flowers are seen at their best. For July or August flowers, sow in March or 
April, in coldframe, spent hotbed, or pots or boxes in the house. Cover the seeds about 
half an inch deep with rich, light soil, and when the plants have three or four leaves 
transplant about eighteen inches apart each way into well-prepared beds. Manures too 
fresh or used in too large quantities sometimes induce diseasein Asters. When used they 
should be thoroughly well decayed and mixed with the soil. Small quantities of un- 
slaked lime, or of fresh wood ashes, stirred into the surface of the Aster beds, form good 
tonics for the plants and keep disease and insects from the roots. When given plenty 
of water and rich, fine soil, Asters can also be grown into beautiful pot plants.

The pansy is a plant that we 
all delizht to grow in plentiful 
supply for flowers all the year. 
For very early outdoor bedding 
the seed is sown iu fall, in a 
coldframe, or in rich, moist 
garden beds from which the 
plants can be transferred to a 
coldframe, setting them 2 or 3 
inches apart each way, before 
severe winter Weather begins. 
In spring three-fourths of them 
can be lifted out for bedding and 
the rest left to bloom in the 
frame. For winter bloom ina 
frame, set the plants about 
twice as far apart, and thin out 
halt of them in spring. Cover 
the blooming plants with sashes, 
adding a covering of mat‘ing or 
straw in very cold weather. In 
mild weather remove the mats 
and tilt the sashes to admit 
light, heat and fresh air. In 
outdoor beds raiseda few inches 
above the ground, with a mulch 
of dry leaves and some brush to 
hold them in place, Pansies will 
often winter nicely, and bloom 
until midsummer, when a relay 
of young, vigorous plants should 
be ready to replace them. Spring 
sowings should be made early, 3 
so as to secure gcod flowers 
during the early rains. Seeds 
sown in a cool, moist place in 
June and Jnly, and well tended; 
will give good flowering plants 
for fall. If they come into 
bloom in the heat of summer 
the flowers may be small at first, 
but as the weather becomes a 
little cooler they will increase
